Your  Committee  on  Finance  has  audited  the  statements  of 
the  business  of  the  Lodge  covering  the  period  from  February 
18th,  1898,  to  close  of  February  2d,  1899,  submitted  to  it  by  your 
Grand  Secretary,  and  hereto  attached,  and  finds  them  to  be  in 
accordance  with  the  accounts  and  vouchers  of  your  Grand  Secretary 
and  Grand  Treasurer. 

The  total  number  of  meetings  held  during  the  year  by  all  the 
Bodies  in  this  Valley  was  44,  and  the  membership  statements 
hereto  attached  will  show  the  additions  for  this  period  to  be  the 
second  largest  in  the  history  of  the  A.*.  A.\S.\Rite  in  the  Valley 
of  Pittsburgh.

Your 
Committee  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  matter  of  further 
additions  to  our  paraphernalia  be  very  carefully  considered  by  our 
officers. 


Your  Committee  desires  to  express  its  gratification  at  the 
carrying  out  of  its  recommendation  of  last  year  in  providing  an 
office  in  the  building  for  the  use  of  the  Grand  Secretary.  It  has 
no  doubt  proved  a  benefit  to  the  Bodies,  and,  in  addition,  it  has 
facilitated  the  work  of  your  Committee  to  a  very  great  extent. 


The  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Fund  Society  are  certainly  en- 
titled to  much  credit  for  their  liberality  in  allowing  us  sufficient 
space  in  which  to  establish  these  quarters. 


Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  salaries  of  Grand 
Secretary  and  the  Grand  Seneschal  and  their  assistants  remain  the 
same  as  last  year,  and  suggest  that  they  be  allowed  to  employ 
additional  help  from  our  membership  when  it  is  found  to  be  neces- 
sary.
